“A  great  season  of  great 
plays,”  is  the  way  Dr.  Harold  I. 
Hansen,  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  speech  and  dramatic 
arts,  describes  the  coming  sea- 
son of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Theatre. 

Three  types  of  productions 
will  be  presented  this  year,  Dr. 
Hansen  stated.  The  major  sea- 
son, consisting  of  %ight  plays, 
will  again  be  presented  in  the 
Smith  auditorium.  In  addition, 
there  will  be  three  plays  pre- 
sented in  College  Hall  in  an  ex- 
perimental theatre  venture. 
Three  plays  will  also  be  pre- 
sented in  arena  style.  Place  of 
production  of  these  plays  will  be 
determined  later. 

“Arsenic”  Chosen 

“Arsenic  and  Old  Lace”  has 
been  chosen  as  the  first  produc- 
tion of  the  major  season  and 
will  be  presented  October  14-17. 
Other  major  season  productions 
include  Shakespeare’s  “Richard 
II”  and  “Taming  of  the  Shrew,” 
as  well  as  “A  Sleep  of  Prisoners,” 
“The  Skin  of  our  Teeth,”  “On 
Borrowed  Time,”  an  original 
script  by  Dr.  Hansen,  and  a pre- 
sentation by  an  imported  com- 
pany.

pansion  program  at  BYU. 

One  of  the  buildings  under 
construction  will  be  for  motion 
picture  productions  and  is  loca- 
ted behind  the  Speech  depart- 
ment. This  building  should  be 
completed  within  six  weeks,  said 
Mr.  Lewis. 

Work  is  expected  to  begin  this 
fall  to  black  top  the  areas  to  the 
north  and  south  of  the  Student 
Service  Center,  near  the  field- 
house,  and  near  the  Social  Hall. 
In  conjunction  with  these  street 
and  parking  improvements,  street 
lighting  facilities  are  soon  to  be 
installed. 

Mr.  Lewis  also  reported  that 
work  will  start  this  week  in  the 
fieldhouse  to  install  2,000  addi- 
tional seats,  a new  ticket  office 
in  the' lobby,  and  a photograph- 
er’s booth  on  the  east  side. 

There  are  tentative  plans  and 
work  should  start  this  fall  on 
five  new  tennis  courts,  but  these 
recreation  facilities  are  not  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  until  next 
Spring.  It  was  not  reported  ex- 
actly where  these  courts  will  be 
located,  but  Mr.  Lewis  said  they 
will  probably  be  near  the  field- 
house. 

Plans  have  been  completed  and 
bids  will  be  taken  within  the 
next  few  days  for  ’a  .new  class- 
room building  which  is  to  be 
constructed  atop  the  hill  across 
from  the  Science  building. 

On  the  architect’s  drawing 
board  are  plans  for  the  green- 
. house  which  will  be  located  just 
off  Eighth  North.  Mr.  Lewis 
stated  that  this  building  would 
be  used>  for  agronomy,  horti- 
culture, botany,  and  by  the  land- 
scape ■architects. 

Plans  are  also  being  drawn 
for  a warehouse,  an  addition  to 
the  heating  plant,  a family  life 
building,  stadium  rest  rooms,  a 
health  center  and  a men’s  dorm. 
Construction  on  some  of  these 
buildings  will  begin  .next  spring.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU 
is  the  highest  governing  body  of 
the  school.  Members  of  this 
board  consist  of  the  First  presi- 
dency of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  plus 
the  Council  of  Twelve.  It  is  from 
this  board  that  President  Wilkin- 
son must  obtain  permission  for 
every  major  decision  or  policy 
that  affects  Qrigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

Many  Problems 

The  problems  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  must  solve  are  many. 
How  much  money  should  wisely 
be  appropriated  for  new  build- 
ings? How  can  the  school  ac- 
commodate the  increasing  num- 
ber of  students  wanting  to  come 
to  the  Y?  What  policy  should  the 
University,  take  regarding  ath- 
letics? How  can  the  school  best 
prepare  students  for  service  in 
the  Church  and  leadership  in  the 
world? 

The  board  also  does  other 
things.  It  interviews  and  makes 
specific  rulings  regarding  Uni- 
versity  procedures.  For  example,

the  board  has  made  the  two  fol- 
lowing rules:  first,  all  under- 
graduate students  must  include 
in  their  curriculum  one  class 
per  quarter  in  religion,  and  sec- 
ond, all  students  are  required  to 
take  at  least  one  class  in  Ameri- 
can history. 

Real  Responsibility 

Faced  with  these  ever-present 
problems,  the  board  appropriates 
or  decides  not  to  appropriate 
money  requested  by  the  school. 

At  present,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  vitally  concerned 
with  two  things— that  of  intensi- 
fying religious  and  character 
training  and  of  improving  scho- 
lastic standards. 

The  task  of  directing  a school 
of  more  than  6,500  full-time  stu- 
dents is  a real  responsibility. 
Nevertheless,  the  members  of 
this  board  bring  to  this  task 
much  energy,  a determination  to 
do  the  correct  thing,  and  a vision 
of  the  future  of  BYU. 

Wide  Experience 

They  are  men  of  wide  varying 
experiences.  Six  of  them  have 
been  educators  (Presidents  Mc- 
Kay, Richards,  and  Clark,  and 
Elders  Lee,  Moyle,  and  .Bennion) . 
Five  of  them  have  been  lawyers 
(Presidents  Richards  and  Clark, 
and  Elders  Moyle,  Cowley,  and 
Romney).  One  was  a newspaper 
editor  (Elder  Petersen).  One  is 
a historian  and  author  (Elder 
Joseph  Fielding  Smith).  Elder 
Benson  is  an  authority  on  agri- 


culture. 

All  of  the  members  of  the 
board  are  married  and  together 
with  their  wives,  have  raised  ex- 
emplary children.  All  of  them 
possess  keen  intellects.  Some  of 
them  have  achieved  what 
called  “worldly  success.”  Some 
of  them  have  not.  But  no  matter 
what  their  circumstances,  they 
all  have  accepted  a calling  to  de- 
vote their  lives  in  service  to 
their  Church  and  to  their  fellow 
men. 

Complete  Support 

That  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  are  completely  sup- 
porting Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity is  evidenced  by  the  amount 
of  money  they  have  appropri- 
ated for  the  school  during  the 
past  few  years.  In  addition  to 
the  annual  operating  appropria- 
tions, they  have  authorized  capi- 
tal expenditures  for  buildings  of 
approximately  $10,000,000.  This 
money  is  derived  principally 
from  the  payment  of  tithes  by 
church  members  throughout  the 
world.  For  every  dollar  a stu- 
dent pays  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  the  Church,  as  auth- 
orized by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
contributes  at  least  three  dollars. 

Such  are  the  problems  con- 
fronting the  BYU  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeing  that  your  school 
operates  efficiently  and  effective- 
ly Ln  a time  of  unprecedented 
growth.

Brigham  Young  University's  student  government  has  been  un- 
dergoing an  accentuated  change  during  the  past  year,  and  with 
these  changes  have  arisen  problems — as  always. 

One  of  the  major  difficulties  encountered  in  any  change  is 
the  fear  among  affected  groups  that  their  rights  and  their 
liberties  are  being  curtailed.  Most  people  are  inclined  to  prefer 
the  status  quo  to  any  change,  no  matter  how  necessary. 

In  an  effort  to  obtain  better,  faster,  and  more  accurate  informa- 
tion on  the  comings  and  goings  of  the  student  body,  the  executive 
council  has  recently  made  an  effort  to  define  lines  of  authority.  It 
has  attempted  to  place  all  officially  sanctioned  organizations  into  a 
well  coordinated  organizational  scene. 

As  a result  of  this  action,  organizations  which  have  always 
felt  themselves  more  or  less  separated  from  the  University  as 
represented  by  the  Executive  Council,  have  been  asked  to  fur- 
nish  information  on  their  activities. 

It  is  neither  the  aim  nor  the  desire  of  the  Executive  Council 
to  take  over  the  government  of  any  campus  organization.  It  is  not 
aim  ot  the  Council  to  dictate  policy,  except  in  cases  where  individu- 
al action  may  affect  the  University  as  a whole.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Council  to  become  informed  on  the  activities  of  all  organizations 
representing  BYU. 


THE  NEW  LOOK 

Take  a good  look  at  this  issue  of  the  Universe.  Notice  anything 
different  about  it?  To  the  freshmen  it  probably  has  the  same  ap- 
pearance of  the  last  two  issues  and  in  some  ways  it  does. 

However,  students  not  new  at  BYU  this  year  should  be  cog- 
nizant of  a ’new  look’  permeating  every  page.  You  may  not  re- 
alize it  but  it  is  easier  for  you  to  read  and  every  story  lias  an 
inviting  appearance  of  which  you  may  not  be  aware. 

The  reason,  if  you  will  scrutinize  closely,  is  that  the  black  lines 
between  the  columns  of  type  have  been  removed  and  a white  space 
left.  This  is  called  pulling  the  line-rules  and  is  in  accordance  with 
the  modernizing  steps  taken  by  your  campus  newspaper  to  make  it 
more  readable  and  interesting.

World  Today  . . . 

A Great  Summer  By  Arthur  Hardy 


It  was  a great  summer  — this  summer  of  the  year  we  call  1953. 

Beginning  in  June  and  just  now  ending,  this  summer  was  an 
encouraging  one  for  the  U.S.  True,  we  lost  one  of  our  most  able 
senators— Robert  Taft— to  cancer,  and  Chief  Justice  Vinson  suc- 
cumbed. to  a heart  attack.  Nevertheless,  events  tumbled  into  en- 
couraging pattern— the  temporary  and  possibly  permanent  fading 
of  Communist  world  Conquest. 

Disregard  Expressed; 

In  June,  we  expressed  our  disregard  for  Communist  propaganda 
by  executing  the  atom  spies;  the  Germans  shattered  the  myth  o 
Utopia,  supposed  to  exist  in  the  “people’s  democracies”— they  fought 
Russian  tanks  with  their  bare  hands ; defied  guns  with  stones.  Hunger 
proved  a forceful  weapon  in  the  fight  to  keep  tyranny  watching  its 
own  backyard,  rather  than  fomenting  unrest  in  others  frontyards. 
President  Eisenhower  displayed  a grasp  of  modern  diplomacy,  when 
he  sent  free  food  to  the  hungry  East-Germans.  So  successful  were 
the  “Eisenhower  packages”  that  the  Russians  used  force  to  keep 
the  food  out  of  east-Germany. 

An  amusing  incident  will  demonstrate  the  true  status  of  the 
East-German  peoples  democracy;  a newspaper  editor,  after  writing 
scathing  denunciations  of  the  Eisenhower  packages  was  arrested. 
His  offense?  Concealment  of  three  Eisenhower  packages  in  his 
own  larder. 

War  Became  Truce 

Over  in  Korea,  the  war  became  a truce,  but  the  mess  remained. 
In  Russia,  the  expected  death-struggle  between  up-and-coming  Big 
Brothers  Malenkov  and  Beria  was  over  before  most  people  thought 
it  had  really  started.  Beria  was  purged,  leaving  only  one  candidate 
for  Stalin’s  Big  Brother  job.  Iran,  seemingly,  escaped  being  pulled 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain,  when  the  Teheran  mobs  jerked  the  bed 
out  from  under  Mossadegh. 

As  the  summer  cooled  into  fall,  the  West-Gbrmans  gave  the 
idea  of  a united  Europe  a big  boost  and  proved  they  wanted  neither . 
the  extreme  right,  nor  left,  as  they  voted  Adenauer  back  into  office. 
Here  in  our  own  country,  Kinsey  reported  on  the  female,  and  tem- 
porarily discouragd  the  male.  Stevenson  promoted  "creeping  har- 
mony” among  the  democrats,  and  generally  U.S.  citizens  enjoyed  the 
greatest  prosperity  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Summer  of  1953 

A cynic  could  say,  in*  this  summer  of  1953,  that  the  world  was 
following  its  historic  pattern— men  are  born,  they  die;  they  fight 
and  cease  fighting;  their  fortunes  are  won  and  lost;  their  nations  rise 
and  fall.  He  could  add  that  the  world  was,  in  its  usual  way,  going  to 
hell. 

And  he  could  be  right,  and  should  not  forget  that  with  the  H- 
bomb,  the  men  in  the  Kremlin  could  blast  it  there  in  little  pieces.
